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2.  GOD  is  existent,  intelligent  and  blissful.  He  is  formless,  om¬ 
nipotent,  just,  merciful,  unborn,  endless,  unchangeable,  beginningless, 
unequalled,  the  support  of  all,  the  master  of  all,  omnipresent,  immannet, 
unaging,  immortal,  fearless,  eternal,  holy  and  the  maker  of  all.  HE  alone 
is  worthy  of  being  worshipped. 
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3 .  Vedas  are  the  scriptures  of  true  knowledge.  It  is  the  first  duty  of 

an  Aryas  to  read,  teach,  recite  and  hear  them  being  read. 
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4.  One  shall  always  be  ready  to  accept  truth  and  give  up  untmth. 
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5.  Do  everything  according  to  the  dictates  of  dharma  =  virtue  i.e. 
after  due  reflection  over  right  and  wrong. 
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6.  The  primary  object  of  this  society  is  to  do  good  to  the  whole 
world,  i.e.  to  look  to  its  physical,  spiritual  and  social  welfare. 
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7.  Let  your  dealings  with  all  be  regulated  by  love  and  justice  in 
accordance  with  the  dictates  of  dharma  =  virtue. 
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8.  One  shall  promote  vidya  =  true  knowledge  and  dispel  avidya  = 
illusion. 
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9.  One  shall  not  be  content  with  one’s  own  welfare  alone,  but  shall 
look  for  one’s  own  welfare  in  the  welfare  of  all. 
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10.  One  shall  regard  oneself  under  restrictions  to  follow  altruistic 
railings  of  society,  while  following  the  rales  of  individual  welfare  one 
shall  be  free.

The  Arya  Samaj  is  thus  for  Humanity, 

the  church  of  Universal  Good, 

the  church  of  Universal  Love  and  Justice, 

the  church  of  Universal  enlightenment, 

the  church  of  Universal  Progress,  and 

the  church  of  Liberty  within  the  confines  of  Duty.
